All residents, 15 years of age 
and older, are eligible to have 
a chest x-ray—free of charge— 
and get the "inside story” on 
themselves. 

The machines will be in op¬ 
eration from 9:30 a. m. to 
5:30 p. m„ with Sierra Madre 
women serving as hostesses. 

The x-ray survey is consider¬ 
ed the biggest public health 
project of its kind ever under¬ 
taken in the United States. It 
already has visited many cities 
of Los Angeles County and will 
continue through the first of 
the year. Goal of the survey is 
to x-ray three million county 
residents. The survey will only 
be in Sierra Madre this one 
week, however. 

R. C. Lewis, Sierra Madre 
chairman for the survey, this 
week emphasized that the x- 
rays are free of charge—finan¬ 
ced largely by the U. S. Public 
Health Service—and that being 
x-rayed does not take much 
time. 

In Pasadena, persons were x- 
rayed at a rate of approximate¬ 
ly one a minute. No disrobing 
is necessary, Mr. Lewis said, 
and, of course, all results of the 
chest pictures are kept confi¬ 
dential. 

"If you have TB or other 
chest disturbances,” Mr. Lewis 
said, “the x-rays bring them to

This figure includes approxi¬ 
mately 137 attending junior 
high school in Pasadena. The 
local district pays the tuition 
costs of these students. 

"The increase in average 
daily attendance of 59 pupils 
has taxed the present school 
Society plant to capacity,” Mr. Skutt 
said. “All rooms have been util¬ 
ized as a regular classroom ex¬ 
cept for a small library.” 

Per pupil costs in the Sierra 
Madre District are increasing, 
but are still below the average 
for schools in the county. Mr. 
Skutt estimated that per pupil 
costs this year may reach $200, 
as compared with last year’s 
$192.84. 

The number of lunches serv¬ 
ed at the school cafeteria has 
more than doubled during the 
year, it waspointed out. This 
was due largely to the change 
from a 35- cent to a 25-cent 
lunch. The school plans to con¬ 
tinue utilizing a 5-cent fed¬ 
eral subsidy for cafeteria 
lunches. 

Commenting on curriculum at 
City School, Mr. Skutt said em¬ 
phasis this year has been plac¬ 
ed on the basic subjects—read¬ 
ing, writing, language, spell¬ 
ing, arithmetic, geography, and 
history.
